Calgary gets-the site 
tuberculosis hospital. It 
nounced last night that the hospita 
would be bullt at Bowness, on the 
Bow river, about eight miles west o! 
Calgary and just outside the city 
limits. The site originally selected at 
Kananaskis was dropped as unsuit- 
able, The only other place considered 
was Medicine Hat, and, after a care- 
ful choice, Bowness was finally agreed 
upon, 

The decision was reached yesterday 
afternoon at a conference between 
members of the Alberta government, 
8. A. Armstrong, deputy minister of 
soldiers’ affairs in the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and Hon. George P. Smith, 
provincial secretary and head of the 
provincial health department, respect- 
ing the location and organisation of 
the sanitarium, Both the last-named 
gentlemen are strongly in favor of the 
Bowness site, They said that they had 


made a careful survey of it and all 
other sites, and were convinced that 
it was the most advantageous, It was 
near a large city, and yet not in it; 


convenient of access for the greater 
part of the province, half a mile from 
a railway and = close to a street car 
line, and with a fine scenic outlook, 
The province will have 26 per cent, 
of the beds for civilian patients, This 
was secured through the insistance of 
Mr. Smith. As the Dominion govern- 
ment plans a minimum equipment of 
300 beds, this is an important matter. 


The adjustment of the costs will be 
determined later, 
Alex, Ross, M.P.P., and W. M, Dav- 


adson,M.P.P., waited on Premier Stew- 
art after the conference and received 
the announcement of the decision. 
Engineers and an agricultural expert 
will be put to work at once on the 
site, 
A Joint Venture 

The new tuberculosis hospital is 
to be a joint venture between 
the Dominion military authorities and 
the provincial government, which has 
undertaken to provide $200,000 of the 
funds for the building. After the 
military authorities haye finished 
with it the plant will be turned over 
with its equipment to the provincial 
government and it will then be run aa 
a provincial institution, 

Largest of Kind of Canada 

The hospital when completed will 
be the largest ‘nstitution of ite kind 
in Canada, and will be begun 80 soon 
as the site is arranged, It is expected 
that it will be finished in three or 
four months, The buildings will be 
of frame and wi!l give accommodation 
to 400 to 500 patients and with pro- 
vision for further enlargement, They 
will be two story buildings about 200 
feet long. There will be a half section 
or more of land purchased for the 
location.

Currants are casily grown and **eir 
cultivation spreads right out te -he 
| northern limits of the north temperate 
zone. They grow almost without eare 
but yield a much greater harvest if 
| proper treatment is given to the plants. 
| They shou'd be planted in rich moist 
loam in shady, parts, the canes to be! 
| about 6 to 8 inches long, 6 feet apart, |

French Losses Enormous 
“I am not suggesting for a moment 
that our French Allies were acting 
unfairly, There was considerable fer- 
ment in France last year on the sub- 
ject of the line held by the French 
army. The French losses had been 


great strain of the fighting for three | 
years. | 

“There was a larger proportion of | 
French manhood put Into the line! 
than in any other belligerent coun- | 
try. They had a front of 326 miles. We, 
held 120 miles, But the Germans were 
massed much more densely against 
our line and our lines were much | 
more vulnerable, The French were 
pressing us to extend our line in or- 
der that they might witadraw men 
from the army for purposes of agri- | 
culture, Their agriculture output had 
fallen enormously and it was essen- 
tial that they should withdraw men 
aon the purpose of cultivating their 
soil. 

‘The chief of the French staff and 
General Robertson and the cabinet | 
felt that it was inevitable that during | 
the winter months there should be | 
some extension, and they acknowledg- | 
ed that something had to be done to 
meet the French demands. 

Principles Accepted 

The principles laid down by General } 
Robertson, and accepted by the cabi- | 
net were: | 

“1, They accepted the principle 
that there must be an extension of | 
the British line. 

“2. That the time and extent must 
be left to the two commanders-in- 
chief to settle together. 

“3. That no extension was poseible 
until the offensive was over. 

“4, That the Hne to be taken over 
must depend upon the military policy 
for 1918, and upon the role assigned 
those armies.” 

Everyone, said the premier, would 
admit that those were sound propo- 
sitions, The cabinet accepted them’ 
without demur, They had never de- 
parted from those prinelpjes one iota 
during the negotiations. ere was a} 
meeting at Boulogne between Pre- 
mier Lloyd George, Gen. Robertson, 
M. Painleve and Gen. Foch, which 
had been summoned to discuss impor- 
tant questions concerning the foreign 
office, 

f Have Unity of Command 

I am not sorry that this oppor- 
tunity has been given to dispose, once 
for all, of the rumors current. But 
the real lesson of this discussion about 
the extension of the line was the im- 
portance of the unity of command, 
and it would never have arisen but 
for that. Instead of separation in the 
army commands, we have one united 
army and one commander responsible 
for the whole and every part. I am 
glad of that. But it was not so much 
& question of length of time, It was 
a question of reserve massed behind 
them. There are two general consid- 
rations to which I must refer. I would 
like to say something about the effect 
of such action as General Maurice's 
on the discipline of the army. It was 
a flagrant breach of discipline, which 
I regret.” 

Mr. Asquith failed to deprecate this. 

“If there was a vote of censure on 
the government, we could not possibly | 
continue operations, if it carried, and 
Mr. Asquith would then be responsible 
for the government.’ (Cries of ‘No, 
no,” cheers, and “Wait and see.’’) 

The premier continued his reference 
to General Maurice's breach of dis- 
cipline and asserted that he ought to 
have tried everything before he did 
such a thing, Di 

Controversies Distracting 

Then he said: 

“I wonder if it is worth while to 
make another appeal to all sections of 
the country. These controversies are 
distracting, paralyzing, rending. It is 
difficult enough for any ministers to 
do their work fighting this war. We 
had months of controversy over unity 
of command, This is really a sort of 
remnant of that controversy. Na- 
tional unity is threatened, the unity of 
the army is threatned. 

“We have been occupied tn hunting 
up records, minutes, letters, inter- 
views, raking up what happened over 
a whole twelve months in the war 
cabinet. And this at such a moment. 

“T have just returned from France, 
where the generals were telling me 
how the Germans were silently pre-| 
paring for the biggest blow of the war. | 
These things are happening  now.! 
They are asking me for certain help.| 
I have brought home a list of things} 
they want done, and I wanted to at-| 
tend to them, 

“I really beg for our common coun- 
try—the fate of which is in the bal-| 
ance, and in the next few weeks—I 
beg and implore that there should be 
an end to this sniping.” 


TRADERS IN GOODS 
OF GERMAN ORIGIN 


Senator Lynch Staunton’s Bill 
Given Second Reading in 
Senate | 


Ottawa, May 9,—Senator Lynch 
Staunton’s bill for the identification 
of traders in German goods has been 
given a second reading in the senate. | 
This bill, which is designed to protect 
the public against dealers who may 
seek to sell their goods as the product 
of Canada, Great Britain or of any 
other Allied or neutral country, would 
if it passes both houses, be the most 
advanced legisiation of that charac- 
ter thus far adopted by any Allied 
country. The debate which preceded 
the second reading was made notable 
by a speech by Senator Roche of 
Halifax, who warmly opposed the bill, 
and declared that when the war was 
over Germany would become Canada's 
best trading customer, This remark 
drew a storm of protest from all sides 
of the house and was subsequently re- 
pudiated by other senators who parti- 
cipated in the discussion. ¢

Premature Verdict Refused. 

The British House of Commons 
refused, by a large majority, to 
reject the decision of the govern- 
ment and demand investigation of 
General Maurice's charges by a 
parliamentary committee instead 
of by a judicial tribunal. The di- 
vision was effected no doubt very 
materially by the announcement 
that an adverse vote would be 
taken as one of vensure, and fol- 
lowed by the resignation of the 
cabinet. The British dispositton is 
traditionally opposed to upsetting 
a government in a time of crisis ; 
and in this instance the disinclina- 
tion was strengthened by the fact 
that if Lloyd George went out Mr. 


Asquith seemed likely to come in. | 


Whatever the sentiment toward 
the Lloyd George government 
there has been no observable de- 
sire in any influential quarter to 
depose the present premier in or- 
der to reinstate the late one. The 
vote in parliament amounted to a 
refusal to condemn the govern- 
ment without the whole faets be- 
ing known—as to the question 
raised by General Maurice. It will 
be the business of the investigat- 
ing tribunal to bring out the facts, 


Principle or Class Interest? 
Many people whose sole concern 
in public affairs is that these shall 
be conducted to produce the most 
good to the largest number of peo- 
ple, have a notion that the busi- 
ness of the country can be ear- 
ried on in the sweet harmony of a 
social function, and just now are 
expressing this mistaken notion in 
a hope that after the war we shall 
not return to the recognized sys- 
tem of party government. It is 
well to bear in mind at this time 
what is the alternative to party 
government. The choice is not, as 
some imagine, between govern- 
ment by party division and goy- 
ernment by compromise between 
men of both parties in which ‘‘all 
shall be for the state, and none 
for himself.’’ The choice is gov- 
ernment by principle as represent- 
ed by party, and government by 
class interest through compro- 
mise and combination, The two 
great parties into which Cana- 
dians have divided represent, and 
exist to champion, two impulses 
inherent in the human mind; the 
impulse to reform what is wrong 
and the impulse to conserve what 
is good. This line of cleavage cuts 
across class distinction of all sorts, 
relegating some of every class in- 
to each party, and thereby assur- 
ing that a government of either 
party shall in some measure rep- 
resent all classes and interests in 
the country. Abolish this line-up 


on the question of principle and 
it follows necessarily that the pub- 
lic will separate into groups rep- 
resenting class interest. The peo- 
ple of Canada are already divided 
into groups which would readily 
take their places as political fac- 
tors in any such general readjust- 
ment of political factors. The far- 
mers are organized, and are get- 
ting better organized, becoming 
continually more aware of the ad- 
vantages of organization, and of 
power organization gives 
them. The wage-earners are large- 
ly organized, and becoming still 
more organized, and are quite as 
keenly alive to the power and op- 
portunities of organization. The 
returned soldiers, who will be 
numbered by -the hundreds of 
thousands when the war is over, 
are already organized, and have 
a basis of claims upon which to 
| promote further organization and 
to take a definite and aggressive 
course in public affairs. That the 
financial interests of the country 
are grouped and working togeth- 
er for their own good, is evidenc- 
ed by the fact that they have con- 
trolled the government for the 
past six years and will control it 
for the next five. Is it to be sup- 
posed that it would be to the ad- 
ivantage of the country to have 
{the traditional division along the 
lines of Liberals and Conserva- 
tives permanently abolished, and 
the public thus dissolved into 
political groups representing class 
interests, each group primarily 
concerned in advancing the wel- 
| fare of its members and each seek- 
\ing to make combination with such 
other groups as would make pos- 
sible the maximum accomplish- 
ment of its purposes? In other 
!words, is it desirable to replace 
government by principle with gov- 
ernment by class interest?

Which serves as a reminder that 
the only reason the munition busi- 
ness has not been wound up en- 
tirely in Canada is that the Gov- 
ernment intervened to keep it go- 
ing. Last summer the British au- 
thorities announced that no more 
munition orders would be placed 
in Canada, Forthwith the Cana- 
dian Government raised a protest, 
and in response the British Gov- 
ernment consented to place new 
orders in the Dominion.

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| The Tax Sale. L] 
——— 


The list of city lots subject to | 
tax saleon June 18th has been | 
published and circulated, so that 
everyone, whether tax delinquent 
of prospective purchaser, has full 
opportunity to know, on the one 
hand, whether or not his land is 
actually for sale, and, on the 
other, whether any property that 
is for sale offers an attractive in- 
vestment, From the amount that 
has already been paid in respect 
of tax arrears there is every pro- 
bability that the sale will produce 
a substantial addition to the city’s 
finances, and will compare more | 
than favorably with the results| 
of last year’s sale. The broaden- 
ing of the basis of civic taxation 
by the recent charter amendments 
changes the whole situatian in re- 
gard to tax arrears from what it 
Was @ year ago. 

When the last sale took place | 
the whole burden of civic taxation | 
rested upon the land without re-| 
|gard to the value of buildings or | 
business which occupied/and uti- | 
lised it. Experience had demon- 
strated that the civic burdens} 
could not be carried out of purely | 
land values. For several years} 
the collections had been little more | 
than half the necessary levy. This | 
was an absolute demonstration 
| that the taxation was heavier than | 
the actual value of the. land per- 
mitted it to bear. So long as that | 
condition continued—that is, 80 | 
long as the taxation was so great- | 
ly out of proportion to the value | 
of the land—there was nothing to} 
invest in. When the property re- | 
| presenting half the taxable value) 
lof the city was allowed by the; 
owners to become delinquent— | 
that is, become subject to forfei- 
ture for non-payment of taxes— 
| there was no reason why any per- | 
son should wish to secure such | 
property by paying the taxes, 

The changes in the charter, 
which have brough® under taxa- 
tion the earning and profit mak- 
ing power of the people of the city 
by the buildings tax, the business | 
{tax and the ineome tax, have 
spread more widely the burden of 
taxation, and to that extent reliev- 
ed land values. Instead of the 
city in future looking only to the | 
taxation of land, it will look to the 
earning and profit-making power 
of the citizens for whose advan- 
tage—and for whose -advantage 
alone—city organization exists. 
Instead of the civic authorities go- 
ing after only that part of the fin- 
ancial investments of the citizens 
which had lost its earning power, 
they are going after all financial 
investments and earning power. 

The burden on the city is heavy, 
but with business conditions as 
they are, there is no question that 
under a wise adjustment of taxa- 
| tion it can be carried, and carried 
without serious injury or incon- 
venience to those concerned. It 
will be immeasurably better for 
every eitizen to share in carrying 
theeivic burdens than that the 
city should default and become 
discredited asa place in which | 
business cannot be satisfactorily | 
done. Of course the new assess-" 
ment has not yet taken effect. The 
land still carries the whole burden. 
But when the purchase of land at 
tax sale as an investment is being 
considered, the futyre conditions 
are the important factor. The | 
prospective investor at the coming 
tax sale finds value in the city 
property in which he can invest, 
whereas the prospective investor 
at last year’s tax sale found no 
value in the property in which he 
was expected to invest, 

Another consideration that 
works strongly in favor of the} 
coming tax sale as compared with 
that of last year, is’ that until the 
basis of taxation was broadened so 
that it became possible for the citi- 
zens to carry the burdens of the 
city, the shadow of prospective 
civic default lay upon every ac- 
tivity. Under the new system of 
taxation, if properly and fairly 
administered, that shadow is lift- 
ed and outside investors, as well | 
as resident citizens, can look for- 
ward with confidence to the 
future,
